“T want our town to go back to being a 
town,” she said. “I want to do what I can to 
bring Grayling back — if it’s not too late.” 

Also following the adage that she can't

plans, Maybury said she was disappointed 
that more people did not run for the unex- 
pired term on the council.

vice career of the late Sen. Edward Moore 


Kennedy probably are true. 

His career of 46 years, nine months and 
19 days of continuous service in the United 
State Senate is indeed remarkable. The fact 
that he was active and effective until the end 
is even more remarkable, considering that 
he ranks third in longevity trailing only 
Sens. Robert Byrd of West Virginia and the 
late Strom Thurmond of South Carolina. 


Sen. Byrd still holds office after 50 years, ’ 


but his legislative. activity and influence 
have abated as his age advanced and his 
health declined. . 

Strom Thurmond’s senate career began in 
1956, was interrupted for a few months that 
year, and ended with his death in 2003. He 
also changed parties from Democrat to 
Dixiecrat to Republican, and his entire pub- 
lic career often was viewed more as a 
curiosity and a caricature than a model of 


public service, except, of course, by many . 


South Carolinians. 
* * * 

ON THE OTHER hand, right to the end, 
Ted Kennedy remained an icon of the polit- 
ical left, a stalwart difference maker within 
the national Democratic party, an effective

Kennedy an icon for right wingers, too 


and hard working legislator as he continued 
to pursue his trademark social causes such 
as universal health care. 

His support and advice were important 


first in the nomination and then election of 


President Obama, and he continued as a 
trusted resource for the White House. 

Ted Kennedy did not fade from the scene 
as he grew older. Contrarily, his political 
and public influence, both within the senate 
and nationally, seemed to grow. 

Sen. Kennedy never was a traditional sen- 


ator anyway. Long-timers Robert Byrd and 


Strom Thurmond, as examples, seemed 
much more parochial in their long public 
activities and seniority-earned influence, 
serving well the folks in West Virginia and 


“South Carolina, but not making much of a 


national dent. 

Sen. Kennedy, however, while taking care 
of his Massachusetts constituency and their 
problems, exhibited a more universal con- 
cern for people and causes. He seemed to 
consider the entire country as ‘his con- 
stituency. 

* * * 

PART OF THAT universal approach like- 
ly came from what has been called the 
Kennedy family legacy of dedication to pub- 
lic service. 


Americans who believed in the causes in 
which Ted Kennedy believed and for which 
he strived more than likely loved him. 

On the other hand, Americans who did not 
embrace his programs but considered most 


‘of them disastrous for the public well being 


more than likely disliked the man and 
abhorred his causes. 


There were plenty of Americans in both - 


camps. 

During these past 46-plus years, Ted 
Kennedy has become a political icon in both 
parties —.one positive, the other very nega- 
tive. 

For most Democrats, Ted Kennedy was 


the ultimate liberal, and was the beacon that 


many members of his party embraced. 

Many Republicans also considered Ted 
Kennedy as the ultimate liberal, and for 
most conservative Republicans, he was 
often used as the rally point about which 
their troops gathered in rabid opposition. 

For years, conservative candidates in 
many states and districts across the country 
have used Ted Kennedy as a polarizing fig- 
ure to raise money and try to win election by 
running against Ted Kennedy. 

Both major parties must find new icons to 
inflame their extremes. Ted Kennedy is 
gone.

Preventing tobacco-related deaths 


Tobacco is responsible 
for 440,000 deaths each 
year, making it the leading 
cause of preventable deaths 
in the United States. Yet, 
despite these deaths, addi- 
tional devastating but non- 
fatal impacts on health, and 
its addictive nature, tobacco 
is not a regulated product. 

Congress has just passed 
a law to allow the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) 
to regulate tobacco and pro- 
tect consumers for the first 
time since a 1998 court case 
found that the FDA had no 
such authority. The law, the 
Family Smoking Prevention 
and Tobacco Control Act, 
will go a long way toward 
regulating tobacco prod- 
ucts. 

Currently, there are more 
than 44 million smokers. Of 
these, some 90 percent 
began smoking before the 
age of 18. Each day in our 
country, approximately 
3,000 minors take up smok- 
ing. Reducing the use of 
tobacco by even 50 percent 
among minors would pre- 
vent more than 10 million 
children from becoming 
habitual smokers and save 
over three million of them 
from premature death due 
to tobacco-related disease. 

In 2005, cigarette manu- 
facturers spent more than 
$13 billion to attract new 
users, retain current users, 
and increase consumption 
of tobacco, Children are 


‘especially vulnerable to 


tobacco promotions, and 
tobacco companies have

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taken advantage of this by 
promoting tobacco use in 
movies and buying adver- 
tisements and sponsorships 


of sporting events... 00: 


Advertising campaigns 
have succeeded in mislead- 
ing Americans young and 
old into discounting the 
risks of tobacco use, and 
into believing that certain 


tobacco products are health- 


ier. For example, “Light” or 
“Low-Tar” designations are 
widely believed to be a 
health-conscious alternative 
to regular cigarettes, but the 
reality is that they are bare- 
ly better — and in some 
cases may be worse. 

It is critical that the FDA 
gain regulatory authority 
over tobacco-related prod- 
ucts in order to ensure that 
consumers are _ better 
informed: of the possible 
risks, the addictive quali- 
ties, and the health out- 
comes: associated with 
using tobacco products. _ 

The new _ regulatory 
authority in the Family 
Smoking Prevention and 
Tobacco Control Act will 


create more transparency. 


and will prevent underage 
smoking. As is the case for 
many other consumable 
goods, tobacco manufactur- 
ers will be required to list 
all ingredients included in 
their products so that con- 


sumers will know exactly.

For too long, tobacco 
manufacturers have taken 
advantage of loopholes in 
our legal and regulatory 
framework that allowed 
them to avoid common- 
sense regulations. By 
putting an end to their free 
run without regulation, this 
law will protect consumers 
and help improve the health 
of smokers and non-smok- 
ers across the country.

Lettermen take center

The renowned musical 
trio, The Lettermen, will 
take center stage at the 
Kirtland Center for the 
Performing Arts, located on 
Kirtland Community 
College’s main campus near 
Roscommon, for one show 
only at 7 p.m. on Saturday, 
Sept. 19.

1962. The trio had several 
other top 10 hits, such as 
“Theme From A Summer 
Place” in 1965. The’ last 
successful single was 
“Love” in 1972. 

Over the years, The 
Lettermen have had 32 con- 
secutive Billboard 
Magazine chart albums, I! 
gold records, five Grammy 
nominations, an Andy’ 
Award and a Cleo Award. 

In 1961, The Lettermen 
started performing live con- 
certs doing over 100 shows 
a year, an unbroken string 
that continues to the present 
now amounting to 49 years. 
They pride themselves in 
welcoming audience mem- 
ber photographs during the 
show, unlike many record- 
“ing acts. 

' During that time, the

Funds sought to paint 
Crawford County 
Historical Museum _

The Crawford County 
Historical Society opted to 
keep the Crawford County 
Historical Museum open 
after Labor Day while push- 
ing a campaign to put a 
fresh coat of paint on the 
building. 

The museum will remain 
open from 10 a.m, to 4 p.m. 
on Fridays and from 10 a.m. 
to 2 p.m. on Saturdays 
through September. 

On Oct. 3-4, the 
Crawford County Historical 
Museum will sponsor the 
Harvest Weekend Model 
Train Show at the Grayling 
Middle School. 

On Oct, 3, local residents 
can view a miniature replica 
of the Skingley House, 
which was located on a 
farm in Beaver Creek 
Township. Skingley family 
descendants will be on hand 
to share the history of the 
house and the family. 

Bertha and John Robert 
Skingley married on Aug. 6, 
1882, in London, and soon 
after, made their way to the 
United States by way of 
Canada. 

The couple had seven 
children, John, Walter, 
William, George, Elizabeth, 
Harold and Albert, who 
named after 
English monarchy. 

After settling in Kansas, 
the couple moved to 
Diamondale, then later 
moved to Owosso, where 
John Skingley worked as an 
accountant, a carpenter and 
a casket finisher. After sav- 
ing enough money, the fam- 
ily traveled by train to

Roscommon in 1898 and 
bought property near Pere 
Cheney, which was then the 
county seat for Crawford 
County. 
In 1901, while the farm- 
house was under construc- 


tion, the family lived in a 


stone and cement chicken 
coop. 

The home, which includ- 
ed 13 rooms, had minning 
water and kerosene and car- 
bide lamps for lighting. 

The family operated a 
hotel located near Higgins 
Lake. John Robert Skingley 
wrote and prepared legal 
documents using copper 
etchings. He helped plat: the 
cemetery records and other 
legal documents for Beaver 


Creek Township. 
In July 1936, while 
Arthur Skingley was 


attempting to repair a gas 
powered water tank in the 
attic of the home using a 
blowtorch, an explosion 
occurred. The fire was so 
hot, it melted a coal and 
wood stove in the basement. 
Arthur died three days after 
the fire. 

In 1982, the Skingley 
family hired Victor Hoog, 
an architect and builder 
from Williamston, to build a 
replica of the home. 

Using recollections, and a 
limited number of photo- 
graphs, the home and _ its 
furnishings were recreated. 
The one-inch scale replica 
was initially supposed to be 
used for a dollhouse, but 
was later put on display in 
museums. 

The replica was on dis- 
play at museums in 
Lansing and North

Carolina, before a perma- 
nent home was found at the 
Crawford County Historical 
Museum in 1989. The repli- 
ca has been appraised at 
$15,600. 

In 2007, the Skingley. 
house was featured in issue 
of Miniature Collector 
magazine, in a feature about 
miniatures found in unlikely 
places. . 

Currently, | Crawford 
County Historical Society 
Board members are seeking 
funds to help paint the out- 
side of the museum to stem 
the deterioration and decay- 
ing fo,exposed wood. , 

The -museum,.a_ train 
depot built in 1882, was last 
painted in 1985, when the 
building was opened to the 
public to display the com- 
munity’s history and _arti- 
facts. 

Time and weather over 
the years has caused the 
paint to deteriorate, expos- 
ing the original timber used 
to build the depot. 

“What we have now had 
deteriorated so much that 
it’s not preserving the wood 
structure of the building,” 
said Nancy Stone, treasurer 
for the Crawford County 
Historical Society Board of 
Directors. 

The last estimates 
received to paint the build- 
ing was $11,000 and $5,000 
to remove and dispose of 
the lead based paint. 

“We. will have a few 

boards that will have to be 
replaced because they have 
deteriorated so bad,” said 
Steve Doyle, president of 
the Crawford County 
Historical Society Board of 
Directors. 
. Museum officials are cur- 
rently seeking updated esti- 
mates for the work, which 
will be honored next spring 
when they hope to begin the 
project. An account has 
been established at Citizens 
Bank in Grayling to collect 
donations for the painting 
project, 

Last year, the Crawford 
County Historical Society 
Board successfully raised 
funds and completed a proj- 
ect to replace the roof on the 
museum, 

Sandwiched between the 
Crawford | County 
Courthouse and the I-75 
Business Loop reconstruc- 
tion, museum officials aim 
to keep the community’s 
history alive while saving 
the historic Grayling land- 
mark building, — 

“Now, that the courthouse 
is getting a facelift, we're 
really starting to look bad,” 
said Kim Van Nuck, 
Crawford County Historical. 
Society Board member. 
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
